A TITIAN tN MEXICO. 


Indians of a Ruined City Refuse Só0,000 
For a M asterpiece. 
Hero is a story about a picture which 
hangs in the ruined church of Tziriznnt- 
zan, Mexico, and which the Mexican Her­ 
ald asserts is a genuine Titian, which, 
though tho average traveler knows noth­ 
ing about, 1ms been visited by art ists from 
all parts of the globe, who have made the 
journey to Mexico solely for the purpose of 
seeing this canvas, and they have all de­ 
clared that the picturo was well worth tho 
trip. 
The famous picture hangs in ono of tho 
old ruined churches. 
Tho padre himself 
w ill point out tho way and stay with you 
while you are there. 
Tho entrance to tho 
auditorium of tho church is through u 
long, dark corridor that leads up to a great 
door, barred and chained and padlocked— 
that seemed to carry you back to the old 
feudal days and make one think that tho 
doors of some old castlo wore being opened 
to him. 
The door opons into on inner room as 
dnrk as night, tho pudro unfastens a grat­ 
ed window and a flood of golden sunlight 
comes from over the western hills beyond 
the lake and falls full upon the picturo— 
such coloring, such composition, such 
feeling us could only come from tiio hand 
of a master. Tradition says it was painted 
by Titiun and presented to Philip of Spain. 
Eminent men, authors und painters"agreo 
with this version. 
An effort has boon 
made to buy the painting, and $50,000 was 
offered by the bishop of Mexico, but the 
faithful, devoted Indians refused. 
The picture is an entombment, 16 feet 
long by 7 feet high. 
Surrounding the 
dead Christ, wrapped in a winding sheet, 
stands the Virgin, Magdalene, St. John 
and nine other figures, all life size. 
The 
pi 
’s state of preservation is marvel­ 
ous. 
More than 300 years have lapsed 
since tho great master touched it, and yot 
one is deluded Into tho belief that it was 
painted but yesterday, so fresh, puro und 
rich is its color.—Exchange.

How Highland she, ,, and Gott* May Be 
Profitably Utilised. 
There are millions of acres of land in 
the United States worthless for ordinary 
agricultural purposes which wight bo 
profitably utilized as pasture for goats 
and rugged breeds of sheep. Tho coun­ 
try traversed by the Alleghany moun­ 
tains is largely of this charactc r. West­ 
ern stock growers are considering the 
subject of range sheep, and the opinion 
was recently expressed at an important 
convention that some day tho different 
parts of tho range country will have 
types of sheep adapted to their condi­ 
tions. In Britain the mountains havo 
their distinctive types, as represented 
in the Black Faced Highland and tho 
Welsh Mountain. Tho valley lands have 
their types as rcpresented in the heavy

bodied Lincoln and Romney Marsh 
breeds, and the intermediate downlands 
have tluir types, as represented in tho 
Southdown, tho Oxford Down and tho 
Hampshire Down. 
These types aro 
largely tho result of environment. Tho 
natural conditions of tho country havo 
produced a type of sheep that aro adapt­ 
ed to their surroundings, and tho at­ 
tempt to supplant them with any other 
type of sheep would bo a mistake. ¡ío 
will it be 011 the ranges someday. Mon­ 
tana ranges will havo their typo of 
sheep and Oregon ranges will havo 
theirs, and so of the other range coun­ 
tries. The attempt to reduce these typos 
to uniformity would be a mistake, and 
the sooner that thoso types are fixed tho 
better for the sheep industry. 
Tho Scotch black faced sheep is at­ 
tracting considerable attention among 
American stockmen in tin* mountain 
districts. The character of tho breed is 
shown in tho accompanying illustration 
of a ram owned by Charles Howatsou 
of 
Glenbuck, 
Scotland, which was 
awarded the championship prize at tho 
recent exhibition of the Highland and 
Agricultural society at Glasgow. 
This 
breed of sheep is remarkably rugged 
and able to eudure tho exposure and pri­ 
vations incident to mountain life. Tho 
natural qualith s of these sheep are such 
as fit them for places where no other 
sheep would thrive. 


Ham lin's System. 
C. J. Hamlin has long believed in the 
wisdom of placing his best bred and 
most promising fillies to breeding,- and 
ho bas yearly consigned some of his 
greatest young mares to tho breeding 
ranks. Some of tboso mares have bo< a 
placed in training after raising a couple 
of foals, and have raced very success­ 
fully, Emily, 2 :1 1 , being an example. 
From now on it is quite likely that 
nearly all the fillies raised at Village 
Farm will, after being broken and par­ 
tially developed in a speed way, ho bri d 
before they are fitted for racing. Ono 
of the fastest young mares Geers had in 
hib stable last winter was The Abbess, 
sister to The Abbut, 2 :1 1 ,hi, bnfc in ac­ 
cordance with his policy in this respect 
Mr. Hamlin had her sent back to tho 
farm this spring to bo mated with Rex 
Americas. After raising a foal Tho x\b- 
besa will be placed in training, and will 
then bo raced to Lor lim it before being 
returned to the brood mare ranks. This 
manner cf treating young mures cer­ 
tainly insures fbeir reaching their full 
powers without, sustaining any of the 
injuries which baby campaigners are so 
liable to receive, and it is quite likely 
tobo adopted by other breeders when 
they come to look for the reasons of the 
Village Farm ’s success in producing 
great race horses.—Horse World.

Forage For Hogs. 
“ The Alfalfa H«»g“ opened up tho 
whole subject of forego for stock. Per­ 
sonal experiences were given in regard 
to the relative merits of alfalfa, clover, 
sugar beets and sorghum as feed. Alfal­ 
fa was generally favored for hay, but as 
pasture on most soils it will kill out 
in a short time if hogs are turned ou it. 
Dr. Peters of the stato farm condemned 
alfalfa as feed for cither horses or cat­ 
tle. Experiments conducted there show 
that if eaten when damp it re,-suits in 
wind broken horses and bloated cows. 
Several valuable animals were lost. Ou 
tho contrary, S. Andrews of Friend, 
who had both alfalfa and clover pas­ 
tures, reported that ho lost but one ani­ 
mal on alfalfa as against nine on clov­ 
er. 
Where tho two seeds aro sown to­ 
gether hogs prefer tho clover. As a for­ 
age plant sorghum was favorejl by sev­ 
eral speakers. 


Quick Work. 
Thomas Kibon, 
proprietor of the 
Stroudsburg Woolen mills of Strouds­ 
burg, Pa., recently had delivered to h;;r: 
a complete suit of clothing made from 
tho wool of sheep whoso fleeces were 
sheared only that morning. The world’s 
record of eight hours, held in Scotland, 
was broken by ono hour and 54 min­ 
utes. 
Tho suit wí¡ • delivered to Mr. 
Kibon a few minuti 
before 1 o’clock, 
at his residence, and ja a few minutefi 
ho was attired in it. 
Previous to Mr. 
Kibon lowering the world’s record of 
from sheep to finished clothes it was 
held by a mill at Galashiels, Scotland, 
and tho time was eight hours.

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EFFIGIES OF AMERICAN HEROES PRE­ 
PARED BY A SPANISH COUNT, 


W hether Ho Favors the United States or 
Not, He Profits by the P rew nt Wave of 
P atriotism --Im re K iralfy Preparing to 
R ake la Patrlotio Dollars Also. 


XKw York., Aug. 2 .—{Special. 1—P a­ 
triotism lias perforce entered in through 
tho doors 
of th a t curious institution 
know n as 11 io Edon Museo, whore “ wax 
‘Aggers” of all the w orld's groat men aro 
shown by day and night “ as large as life 
an d twice as n a tu ra l.” Tste»y the effigies 
of Batnpson, of Dewey an d others who 
have helped lick the Spaniards hold the 
piucos th at once Wi re saend toother prom ­ 
inent men, and this was to b e expected. 
The most incongruous thisjg about it is 
th at the Musco figuras are nearly all mado 
by a Spaniard who yields to none of his 
blood in love for the beautiful Iberian pen­ 
insula. 
This m an ’s nam e is Fernando M iranda, 
and ho has boon rather prom inent in art 
circles hero ever since the centennial year, 
when he was im ported by H arper & Bros, 
to m ake pictures of tho exhibition of 1 m70 
for their Weekly. Ju s t w hat aro his views 
regarding tho prosent w ar nono of his ac­ 
quaintances seems to have found out, 
though it it certain th a t ho was an en­ 
thusiast ic adm irer of A m erica and its in ­ 
stitutions before there was probability of 
a row w ith Bpain over Cuba. 
M iranda is a native of Valencia and was 
a pupil of the sculptor Piques, who had 
m ost of the court commissions for sta tu ­ 
ary when Isabella II was queen. 
As a 
young m an the present fabricator of wax 
personations of tho great showed great 
promise, which m aterialized in his oarly 
m anhood to such ap extent th at Alfonso 
X II, father of the present boy king, 
knighted him and made him a commander 
of the Jtovai Order of Isabella. This gave 
him tho right to tho title of count, but on 
com ing to America ho dropped all such 
unrepublican nonsense and has always 
seemed as proud of the American title of 
“ M r.” as of his Am erican citizenship, 
w hich he perfected w ith all promptness. 
Mr. M iranda is really a clever plastio 
artist, though much adverse criticism was 
lavishod on his Colum bus fountain, pre­ 
sented to the city in 1893 in comm emora­ 
tion of the four hundredth anniversary of 
A m erica’s discovery. Ho draw s well, also, 
notw ithstanding tho fact th a t the faces of 
his men and women are all those of dons 
and donnas, and his income lias for years 
been so large th at ho has acquired soveral 
valuable patches of Now York real estate, 
being today one of tho tw o or three dozen 
really well to do artists in this town. 
In spite of his reticence regarding the 
w ar (t is bolieved th a t he is a t heart w ith 
Uncle Sam, especially as he is understood 
to have been under a political cloud when 
he left Spain, and th at ho says nothing 
about it out of consideration for the feel­ 
ings of his oountrymen living here. 
Im re K irulfy Again. 
The irrepressible Im ro Kiralfy, Italian 
by birth, and who m ight therefore bo sup­ 
posed pro-Spanish in sym pathy, is also 
getting ready to mako money out of the 
present wave of patrlotio sentim ent. 
F or the first timo in his life K iralfy is 
going to present an entertainm ent in 
w hich shapely female figures and long 
stockings will play no p art whatever. 
Like all of Ids am usem ent ventures, how­ 
ever, tho one now in course of preparation 
w ill be spectacular and on an exceedingly 
large scale, the scheme being nothing less 
than the reproduction in niiniuturo of the 
principal recent naval events iu the far east 
am j the West Indies. 
To th a t end ho is 
fitting up the m ain floor of tho Madison 
Square Garden w ith a great tank, which 
ho purposes to till w ith w ater fur the float­ 
ing of models of Am erican and Spanish 
warships. 
These ho purposes m aneuver­ 
ing in some way, probably by electricity, 
in exact im itation of the m aneuvers at 
M anila and Santiago, and of course he 
expects to take in dollars by the basketful. 
Inyo and his brother Bolossy have now 
been before tho Am erican public for a l­ 
most a generation. 
They began poor and 
alm ost unknown, and their first venture, 
if I am not m istaken, was tho “ Black 
C rook.” 
In those days tho generous dis­ 
plays of the fem inine form now so com ­ 
m on a feature In the best theaters even 
were literally unknow n in this country, 
and the ballet was looked upon as positive­ 
ly scandalous. 
When the K iralfy show 
camo out, there w as a rogular spasm of 
outraged modesty from tho A tlantic to the 
Pacific. 
M inisters preached against it, 
newspapers fulm inated against it and men 
who w ent to see it were regarded askance, 
w hile tho women who were during enough 
to gazo upon its gorgeousness wero con­ 
sidered decidedly no better than they 
should bo, us m any of my middle aged 
readers w ill remember. 
To all this the K iralfys paid little a t­ 
tention, preferring to saw wood and take 
In the cash, which they did in surprising 
quantities. Since th a t tim e there has been 
a m ighty change. The “ Black Crook” of 
tho seventies was a modest exhibition com­ 
pared to the spectacles of today. 
I t may 
bo said for Im re and Bolossy, howovcr, 
th at, though t ; y are undoubtedly re­ 
sponsible in great measure for the en­ 
larged spectacular liberty of today, their 
shows have never contained features th at 
w ould now be considered objectionable. 
Sow # K ira lfy Spectacles. 
Ono of tho greatest K iralfy successes 
was “ Nero; qr, Tho 
F all 
of R om e,” 
which was given n ig h t after night in tho 
open air on Staten Island, whoro it a t­ 
tracted great crowds of New Yorkers. 
It 
w as really a beautiful spectacle, w ith its 
hundreds of perf< rmors, its woll disposed 
colored lights and its artistic groupings. 
Tho public liked th is show so woll th at 
it w as made ono of tho chief featuros of a 
g reat traveling “ m egatherian aggrega­ 
tio n ” tho next year, and it met w ith quito 
as great a success on tho road as hero. 
A yeur or two later Im fo K iralfy set np 
a * ‘perm anent’ ’ exhibit ion on tho Palisades 
in Now Jersey, ju st across tho river from 
Forty-seoond street, the spectacular feature 
being a representation of Jerusalem in 
K ing Solomon’s time. 
There were many 
interesting features besides tho spectacle, 
too, and visions of great w ealth from box 
office receipts weru clearly beheld by Kir-, 
alfy. But, though the show was certainly 
a good ono, it failed to make money, and 
ate up the profits of several earlier enter­ 
prises. 
The brothers quarrolod and se p a ra te d 
years ago and all the recent big K iralfy 
cnt< rprisos have been conducted by Im re 
alum-. He had a show at the Chicago fair, 
an o th er’at tho Paris exposition and still, 
later one in London, all supposedly being 
highly rem unerative. 
The forthcoming) 
exhibition will not bn shown anywhere 
b u t in Now York owing to the m anifest 
difficulty of moving tho tan k and other 
properties.

Stam p shall be used for denoting any 
ta x im posed by th e ac t of Jun* 13, 1838. 
th e person using or affixing the sam t 
sh all w rite thereon w ith ink the initials 
of his nam e and th e d ate (year) in w hich 
the sam e shall be a ttach ed or used, oi 
shall, by cuttiftg an d cancelling said 
stam p w ith a m achine or punch which 
w ill affix th e in itials and d ate as afo re­ 
said, so deface th e stam p as to rentier 
it unfit ófr use. 
The cancellation by 
e ith e r m ethod should not so deface the 
stam p as to p rev en t its denom ination 
a n d genuineness from being readily de­ 
term ined. 
“Stam ps im printed upon th e face of 
cheeks, d rafts, or o th er sim ilar in s tru ­ 
m ents m ay be cancelled by dating, sig n ­ 
ing and filling out th e blank lines in w rit­ 
ing across the face and stam p in the 
u su al m anner of d raw in g checks and 
d ra fts. 
Stam ps on checks and d rafts 
m ay also be cancelled by perforating 
th rough said stam p and th e p ap er to 
w hich it is a ttach ed th^* am ount in fig­ 
u res for w hich said check or d ra ft is 
draw n. 
“W here p ro p rietary stam p s printed 
from p riv ate dies a re used fo r the p a y ­ 
m ent of ta x upon p ro p rietary articles 
in stead of cancellation by in itials and 
date, such stam ps shall be so affixed 
on th e box, bottle o r p ackage th a t in 
opening th e sam e o r using the contents 
thereof, the said stam p shall be effect­ 
u ally destroyed."

I was the only American operator in 
eastern Cuba in February and March, 
1898, which wore very busy months iu 
the cable office at Santiago, where I had 
been for four years. In the early part of 
1895 wc seldom handled more than 3U 
messages a day, but after the insurrec­ 
tion began the number rose to 90 and 
100 daily, increasing a little every 
month. 
’ - T ? 
Tho cabio from Santiago to Spain 
goes under sea first to Kingston, Ja ­ 
maica, thence 'to Porto Rico, thence to 
St. Croix, and from there to Paramaribo 
and Pernambuco in Brazil. Cables from 
Pernambuco cross tho south Atlantic 
to St. Yinccnt, Capo Verde islands, and 
from St. Vincent other cables extend to 
Madeira,'thinco to Lisbon, and overland 
to Madrid. 
Thoro is‘also a less diroct 
cable from Pernambuco to St. Louis, in 
Senegal, Africa, and thence to the Ca­ 
nary islands and Cadiz. 
Beside myself there was but one other 
operator in the Santiago office, Laurin 
Mercde, a young Spaniard, who had 
learned cable workf*at Lisbon. 
We 
thought that 100 messages daily made 
work enough, but over' 800 passed the 
day after tho Maine was blown up in 
Havana harbor. 
Four more operators 
were needed, npd we called to Havana 
for help, but no ^notice was taken of 
i our appeal, and rathcr than desert oqr 
posts and leave the company’s business 
undono wo slaved night and day, al­ 
ways hoping the pressure would moder­ 
ate. 
,. 
. 
Onoday we sent 10,742 words in over 
1,100 dispatches? 'ye t we jvere two hours 
“ back” at midnight, with Havana fum­ 
ing at ua over tho Uand'wire, and still 
hurrying me. sa^ee through the Cicnl'ue- 
gos cable. 
There” were Spanish govern­ 
ment cipher messages from Sagasta to 
Blanco, and Blanco*cipher to Sagasta; 
reams of bombast from the Cuban corre­ 
spondents Of Lho Ixn parcial and Correo 
for Madrid, followed by more cipher to 
W tyler at \ Barcelona from his brother 
officers at Havana, and then the bank­ 
ers and merchants emoting, selling and 
ordering? "... 
To add to cm vexations the “ mouse 
rnill” of tho siphon recorder gave trou­ 
ble constantly, and tho clockwork that 
carries tho record tape broke down every 
day or two. Now, a Spaniard is utterly 
without native'ingenuity. Merodewasa 
tolerably good operator, but when it 
came to rectifying faults of tho insfcru 
ment he was an infant, and all such 
task$ fell on rao. 
Anything like clockwork I can “ tink­ 
e r.” but the mouse mill that works the 
siphon p e n ,is ‘a very delicate bit of 
mechanism, which assists the faint dec 
trio impulse's 'that como great distances 
through the cabio to move the ink pomt 
of the recorder to-and fro on tho tape. 
I suppose I,had taken tho record tape 
clockwork and mouse mill apart 20 dif­ 
ferent times, and oh tho evening of the 
2d of April, after Merode relieved me, 
I set to work to wind a new motor coil 
for the mouse mill, which had worked 
so very badly all day that rather than 
struggle with it longer I had determined 
to sit up all night and build a new 
mill. 
Tho cabio house at Santiago is a most 
lonesome place, particularly at night, 
but a Spanish sentinel was supposed to 
pass the door every three minutes. 
These poor fellows wore rarely paid, 
and often looked in at tho door to beg a 
cigaretto. So when tho outside door 
opened behind ua that evening I sup­ 
posed tho incomer was the sentinel, and 
I did not even look around till an 
amused voice exclaimed, “ Aha, sen or s, 
buenos noches!” 
A Spanish sentinel begging a cigarette 
does not speak In that tono, so Merode 
and I faced round with a jump. There 
stood a rather tall, good looking young 
fellow, iu a white duck suit and white 
cap, regarding us keenly, and a stop be­ 
hind him was a typical Cuban rebel— 
sombrero, long mustachios, broad belt, 
long boots, revolver and machete. 
In an instant Merode was on his feet 
and shouted, “ Sentinel»!” at which 
our unexpected visitors laughed good 
humoredly, and Sho Cuban said, “ I 
must beg tho seuor telegrafero not to 
distress himself concerning the worthy 
sentinel, for that watchful soldier is 
now lying comfortably on his hack out­ 
side, with a gag iu his mouth, and hia 
bands are tied to his feet ”

want here?” I exclaimed in Hpanish. 
“ T 10 young man in white duck 
laughed. “ Y tu are an American; any­ 
body could tril that by your Spanish.

“ Don’t let the cipher trouble you,” 
he replied laughing. “ I have the key to 
their cipher all right. ” 
“ As to who I am, ” he continued, 
“ my name’s Macomber. 1 am tho cor­ 
respondent of th e 
. ” He named an 
American journal. 
“ News as to the 
whereabouts of tho Spanish torpedo 
boats and thoso cruisers would !•* valu­ 
able just now, not only to my paper, 
but to the American navy at Key West 
Now, you are an American, and a good 
patriot, I daro say. 
Will you help us 
out?” 
“ I ’m a good patriot,” paid I. 
"And 
I am also an honest man, employed here 
to do a certain duty, which I will not 
betray. ” 
“ You will not help me, then? Very 
well, I shall examine your tapes by 
force. ’

Spain, ” said I. “ I have no force to re­ 
sist you, but I Will not help you.” 
“ Thanks. That's all I ask. Just you

The Horseman has gone to a groat deal 
of expense of lato to seeuro information 
which would tend to show the charac­ 
ter of a horse that sells on tho open 
market for other purposes than racing. 
Every breeder is anxious to possess this 
knowledge because no m atter how suc­ 
cessful ho may be in breeding reliablo 
race horses he is sure to have some that 
aro not suitablo for this use or ho may 
bo fortunate enough to raise an animal 
that will bring more in the market for 
carriage or coach purposes than it could 
earn on tho track. 
In tho horso that is 
disposed of in tho general market breed­ 
ing goes for but little as a general 
thing, for the reason that the buyers 
look to ike individual rather than tho 
breeding. The Horseman makes it a 
point to ascc rtain the breeding as far as 
possible, however, of tho horses which 
sell for a good price, so that owners and 
breeders can profit by tho experience of 
others and loam tho lines that produced 
the salable horse. 
In an illustration is reproduced a pho­ 
tograph of a horse that sold on tho opon 
market recently at Kansas City for 
$880. This is not a sensational price, 
but it ropreseuts a figure at which breed­ 
ers can afford to raise a horso and sell 
him at a profit. 
It should be borne in 
mind, too, that this price represt uts the 
figure paid by a dealer who bought tho 
horse as an investment and who in turn 
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GOOD TV PE OF HORSE. 
doubtless turned him over at a respect­ 
able advance as soon as ho found one of 
tho many buyers who are always look­ 
ing for a well turned animal. 
This 
horse came into tho market with his 
breeding absolutely unknown, and ¡•ci­ 
ther the consignor nor consignee cared 
a rap how ho was bred. 
They were 
practical enough to see at a glance that 
ho had tho stylo, conformation and fin­ 
ish of a horse tuat conlfi be sold on any 
market at a good figure, and his breed­ 
ing was not a matter' for consideration. 
Ir is unfortunate, however, that lus 
blood lines arc a mystery, because if it 
was known what happy cross produced 
such satisfactory results others could 
follow these same lines w ith profit. 
Haphazard breeding of horses for car­ 
riage and coach purposes will result as 
disastrously ?,s the cumo method applied 
to breeding for speed. 


L itile H o rses N o t W a n te d . 
For years tho standard of the market 
for horses has been steadily advancing. 
It takes a better horse nowadays to bo 
called a good one than over before. 
Ho 
m ust have more quality, more style 
and, above all, more sizo than ever. 
The last is especially important. 
A 
horse must bo of good size for his class 
to bring a good price. A little draft 
horse is a chunk and maybe a poor one 
nt that. A siga 11 driver is not wanted 
by men who ! can , afford to pay good 
prices for driving horses and is too 
small to work. If a man is breeding 
drivers to sell, ho’.must get thu size. 
He cannot afford to risk getting ex­ 
treme speed ono time and losing tho 
other things nine times. '-He must breed 
for quality, stylo and size, and all the 
speed ho can 'add thereto w ill profit 
him. But a farmer cannot afford to 
breed small horses on the chance of get­ 
ting speed, for too oft' n he doesn’t get; 
it or doesn’t know when he 1ms it. Get 
them good and big, and they will sell.

C A T T L E IN N E W MEXICO. 


ilio Rang»* Now B «ing tto e fc il nod tlio 
O w ners ¡Wuch R rtcourtced, 
For a short time the uncertainty o f a 
condition of war had a depressing effect 
upon business generally throughout the 
country, but the fear of a scarcity of 
ready money is fust passing away, and 
business is r> suming its normal condi­ 
tion 
More especially is this returning 
confidence noticeable in the cattle busi­ 
ness iu Now Mexico. Reports from all 
parts of tho territory lodiento that mon­ 
ey for tho conduct of the liusim « of 
grazing and the raising of stock is easi­ 
ly procured, and the- day of the prosper­ 
ityof the cattle owners is again at hand. 
The rango§ .are being stocked w ith 
cattlo brought from wherever animals 
can bo bought, and thousands of head 
have been placed on ranges that have 
b en unoccupied for several years past. 
From ono section of tho territory has 
already come the cry of overstocking, 
but that is a condition which can bo 
remedied by driving on to lands still 
comparatively free. 
The danger of an 
oversupply is very remote, and tho fu­ 
turo of the cattleman seems exceedingly 
bright.

Tho ex­ 
perience gained in the general smash iu 
tho early eighties has not been forgot­ 
ten, and improved methods for handling 
and caring for range stock have I en 
evolv. d from that vvr 3ck. 
Better cattlo 
will be raised, better business sense will 
ho used, and* above all, enormous loss *s 
will be prevented by guarding against 
them, i mo source of loss still rem ains-- 
that oí “ rustling” —but the lawless ele» 
ment that once roamed the mountains 
and mesas has been almost exterminat­ 
ed, and these who engage in the danger­ 
ous pastime now w ill find short shrifts 
in the courts and long terms in the pen­ 
itentiary awaiting them every round up 
season. The business of “ mavericking” 
and burning brands, thanks to the vig­ 
ila r e of the territorial cattle sanitary 
hoard and its inspectors, is growing less 
popular every day, and tho time is not 
far distant when tho most persistent 
purloiner of hoofs and hides will give 
up the occupation in disgust 
The stocking of tho ranges and tho 
improvement in the cattle busim ss 
mean much to New Mexico, and will 
have a material effect upon the gt neral 
prosperity the coming fell. The money 
resulting from the sales made to I eders 
will have wide circulation, and next 
year will see tho cattlo king in all his 
former glory lording it over mountain 
and plain in the land of manana.—San­ 
ta Fe New Mexican.

—the lack ol' pa-turag". Some breeders 
feed what ia c a lle d properly balanced 
rations, feed r e g u la r ly two or three 
times a day, rations that contain bono 
and musclo producing elements—th< 
hog eatr and lire down and repeats this 
as often as he is fed, scarcely ^ 
tak­ 
ing any csoi lie, as he soon knows that 
there is nothing for him in bis lot ex­ 
cept whut Is put in bis trough by his 
master—and then tho breeder can’t un­ 
derstand why ho has fail* d to raise a 
properly dev- loped hog. Y< u might just 
as well attempt to get a race hone or to 
make an rtthlete by feeding only. While 
nature demands certain feeds, she also 
makes other demands. As to tlio cheap­ 
ness of pasturage there can be no doubt. 
By a late experiment made by tho Wis­ 
consin station an acre of rape was found 
to be equal to 47 bushels of grain. Ju¡-t 
how much grain an aero of clover or 
bluo grass is equal to I am not prepared 
to soy, but wo all know that when we 
feed grain in connection with good pas­ 
turage wo save much grain, and the 
hogs are healthier and better. 
J don't believe the most ardent advo­ 
cates of rape claim for it a snperiori y 
over clover and blue grass, and I hope 
some of our stations will give us the 
full fei |in g value, as they have done in 
tho case of rape. 
In the fall, when we 
generally have a drought, artichokes 
como in well to fill tho gap between tho 
summer gn zing and tho rye. With plen­ 
ty of good pasturage we need to have very 
little fear of feeding too much of that 
cheapest of all grains—corn. W ith good 
pasturage you can safely feed freely of 
grain. 
In fact, it never pays to feed 
sparingly. 
Hogs should always be fed 
liberally. 
The stingy feeder and tho 
hog are not very g*>od friends. I lately 
visited two different breeders. One of 
them hod his hogs on good grass and 
plenty of grain, and there I saw a splen­ 
did lot of youngsters, and tho breeding 
stock, including a 500 pound boar, were 
as active as kittens. 
The other breeder 
had somo fancy bred stock, bought at 
high prices, with plenty of Iran and 
ship stuff, but no sign of grass of any 
kind, and be had hardly a single good 
individual.—.7. L. Lisle, Before Ken­ 
tucky Swine Breeders.

.Still there aro too many 
bucks, and those who ship them must 
not expect to get ewe and wctln r prices 
for them. 'Buyers will not have them 
pnless at a discount, and some will not 
take them at all. It will pay to castrate 
the buck lambs, and usually within ten 
days after they are dropped 


Moro Horne* W ith the Pedigree». 
“ My only regret,” remarked a breed­ 
er that had recently fallen by the way­ 
side, “ is that I did not have more horses 
to begin with. Like thousands of en­ 
thusiasts. I was carried away by the 
extravagant sales of certain ill shaped 
but fast trotters, by tho extortionato 
stud fees asked and received by owners 
of stallions that today would not be 
considered worthy of patronage, by the 
fictitious valuation placed upon brood 
mares and young stock and by the gen- 
sral air of recklessness that pervaded 
every avenuo connected with the light 
harness horso industry. 
My first pur­ 
chase Was a stallion bred in so called 
approved blood lines, but lacking in 
tho.-:e esscutial qualifications that recom­ 
mend tho typical good selling horso of 
tho present day. My stallion was long 
cu nonessentials and short on essentials. 
His pedigree traced to every noted sire 
of the day and to linlf a score of brood 
mares that occupied reserved seats at 
the table established by Premier W al­ 
lace and continued by hi.s successor in 
office. The artistically arranged tabula­ 
tion which accompanied the horse never 
once mentioned the fact that his siro 
was small, ill shaped and unsound; that 
his dam would nut have sold at publio 
vendue on her personal merit for one- 
hundredth part of tho valuation placed 
by her owner; that not ono of his an­ 
cestors, so far as proved, had even at­ 
tracted tho attention of buyers looking 
for serviceable carriage or road horses. 
In short, the tabulation spoke of noth­ 
ing that would recommend the stallion, 
hi.s ancestors or probable descendants to 
the kindly consideration of a critical 
public who insist upon buying a horse 
uud not a tabulated pedigree with some­ 
thing in tho shape of a horso attached. ” 
—National Stockman. 


Skincnnilk For Pigs. 
A writer in a western farm paper de­ 
clare*? that tho largo proportion of wa­ 
ter which skimmilk contains makes it 
of too littio value to bo worth carrying 
home from the creamery or separator 
after its butter fats have been extract­ 
ed. This is not the experience of east­ 
ern farmers, who find that skimmilk 
whan combined with grain feed makes 
the very best ration both for growing 
and fattening hogs. 
It is easy to see 
why skimmilk should bo good for grow­ 
ing pigs, as what nutriment it contains 
is mainly its casein, which is another 
name for albumen and ono of the best 
foods to make growth and muscle. But 
fattening hogs are also equally benefited 
by having some skimmilk with their 
grain food. No animal can digest a ra­ 
tion that is wholly carbonaceous. 
Na­ 
ture demands #he material for making 
muscle and bone. 
Appetite fails if 
they aro not furnished. 
Yet years ago 
wo remember hearing of hogs which 
had been fattened until they were so 
weak that they could not stand up and 
had to have what food they ato brought 
to them. 
Such bogs would not eat 
much, as they got- no exercise and made 
small gains iu weight, and that not of 
healthy pork. 
If good skimmilk with 
some wheat middlings iu ir. bad been 
fed to such hogs, they would have gain­ 
ed in weight much faster, and the hogs 
wotild have had the material for bone- 
making so as to keep them on their feet 
until ready for killing time.—Amer­ 
ican Cultivator. 


Cheap Hochoases Best. 
Tho elaborate designs for hoghonses 
which used to bo quite generally pub­ 
lished iu farm papers are out of date 
now. It is not best to keep a large herd 
of hogs together at any time. It is far 
both r that each breeding sow have a 
house by herself wheru she can rear her 
young, not only out of sight, but out of 
hearing of other hogs. These small hog; 
houses should bo made cheap enough 
and firm enough so that, if desired, 
they can bo removed and set in another 
place. 
Jn this way a few movable hog- 
houses, each with a sow and litter of 
pigs, may be made to fertilize the whole 
orchard instead of keeping all tho ma­ 
nure in tho immediate vicinity of the 
hogpen, if tho policy of making a largo 
building and keeping many hogs iu it 
is adopted.—American Cultivator.

beside her milk, they woighod 387 
pounds, having gained 51 pounds each. 
This is a good gain, but we think not 
an unusual ono for thrifty pigs well 
cared for and Well fed. 
But very few 
farmers or breeders take the trouble to 
woigh their animals when growing t o 
ascertain tho rate of growth. 
If it was 
done oftenor, the farmers would be wiser 
for it, and perhaps more ambitious to 
maleo a good record, and therefore would 
food inoro liberally.

Put Your Wool In Condition. 
The timo w ill soon bo here for the 
flock master to preparo his clip for 
market. 
During recent years of low 
prices an increase in careless handling 
is seen in tho condition many farmers 
send tlioir wool to market. See that tho 
sheep are tagged early, before getting 
011 the fields of 
fresh grass. 
We 
would like to see the practice of wash­ 
ing generally abandoned, yet if wash­ 
ing is attempted either wash well or 
don’t wash at all. Choose a day when 
the water is flush and the wool is sof­ 
tened by a warm spring shower. 
Then 
tho grass and dirt w ill come out more 
easily. Washing in cool weather and in 
cold, hard water should bo avoided, as 
it. does not clean the wool and colors 
and 
injures the appearance of tho 
fleece. 
Higher prices are likely to pre­ 
vail than flock owners have enjoyed for 
some years, and with them will come 
moro careful scrutiny of the condition 
by tho buyer and the casting into tho 
lot of discount wool more of thoso 
fleeces that are off condition.—National 
Stockman.

The Lime Sulphur Dip. 
Some of our valued exchanges are 
again publishing tho old lime sulphur 
formula for sheep dip and advising its 
use. Wo do not. It is not a satisfactory 
dip to tbo wool manufacturer, and the 
woolgrowcr cannot afford to neglect the 
requirements of tho man who furnishes 
him a market. For the average man the 
best plan is to buy a good dip and use 
it according to directions. It may cost a 
littio more in cash, but it will save 
time and trouble, and it will kill tne 
ticks and tho scab without hurting tho 
sheep or tho wool.

•els to H alifax and th e Sufferings o f th e 
Creer on th e Trip — A Narrow Kscape 


For Both Men and Boat. 


At midnight on the 13th nf .Tnne, 1390, 
two English torpedo boats, Nos. 61 and 69, 
set out from Plymouth under convoy of 
the *torc%hip Tjtm to cross the ocean to 
Iiali uc. 
Both boats rated dk first class, 
both were built by the famous Yarrows, 
and both measured 12.7 feet in length by 
13 feet greatest breadth. Of the ir experi­ 
ences on the voyage a lieutenant, eccond 
in command of one of tho pair, bears w it- 
ness in a narrative, fully indorsed by oth­ 
er torpedo boat officers. 
Daybreak of the iirst morning found tho 
lieutenant and his captain sitting in tl.o 
dingey, lashed amidships on deck. 
Every 
inan aboard, excepting only themselves, 
was violently sick, aod that though the 
crew had Ik*n ] icked from the finest sail­ 
ors in the service. 
The man ut tho wheel 
could barely stand to his work, the Jokers 
stoked feebly and only I«causo they must, 
whilo as for tho cook, all hands might 
starve, but ho could not and would not 
get breakfast 
Yet the two in tho dingey, 
unsaddened by shadows of events to come, 
rather fancied their novel adventure. 
“ Indeed,” says the lieutenant, “ wo 
paid too little attention to our own safety, 
for suddenly tho boat gave a ¡diarp lurch, 
and in a moment we were both flung out 
of the dingey. 
The other man scrambled 
to bis f< f t at once, buf I was not so lucky, 
for I hit the slightly convex dock as I fell 
and in another second was overboard. 
Thcro are no bulwarks, of course, to a 
torpedo boat, only stunchions, supporting 
at intervals v. wiro ropo. 
Between theso 
stanchions / slipped. 
As I did so I flung 
up my hands instinctively and caught tho 
r< po as I passed under. 
Down went tho 
little ship, down, down, till the sea bub­ 
bled up around my shoulders, and I won­ 
dered if I could hold on if the water went) 
over my head. By the strain on my hands 
I knew it. was not possible, but quickly 
tho boat rolled back again, and in another 
moment the skipper and tbo man at tho 
wheel had hauled me on board.” 
There was little or nothing to do by 
way of recreation in the hours o£ watch. 
Conning towers, the chart 
table, the 
dingey, etc., so cumbered the dingey deck 
as to leave* no room for promenading, an 
exercise otherwise sufficiently debarred by 
tho outrageous pitching and rolling of the 
vessel. Nor were the quarters below much 
more comfortable. 
Ventilators were gen­ 
erally kept shut because of tho great wash 
of waves over the whole craft, and, al­ 
though enough water leaked down to keep 
tho spare clothes in tho lockers continual­ 
ly soaked, the nir was so close that under 
other circumstances am an would not have 
tried to sleep in it. 
These men, however, 
battered and exhausted by each four hours 
of work, soon learned to turn in at every 
opportunity, packing themselves into their 
berths with boards, pillows, etc., holding 
tight to any firm object within reach and 
contriving to sleep in spite of everything. 
“ Our food, too, was a difficulty. 
As a 
rulo, wo lived on ham, sardines and tinned 
soups, for most of tho time the weather 
was so rough that it was as much as we 
could do to get a little water boiled. 
Wo 
had a table about 18 inches wide in the 
cabin, but it was no good having it laid, 
for nothing would stay on it. 
The usual 
plan was for one man to hold tho sardine 
tin while the othor picked out sardines by 
their tails and transferred them to his 
mouth. 
Ham always required two men, 
ono to hold it and the other to cut it, bnt 
the soups were capital. 
I do not know 
what wc should have done without those 
tinned soups. 
They were our stand by. 
\7o heated the tin, then cnrofully opened 
a corner. 
Each man held his plate, had a 
little poured iu and drunk it before he got 
any more.” 
Presently tho 
always 
bad 
weather 
worked into a true gale. '‘The wind came 
up with surprising quickness, and the sea 
rose with it literally mountains high. Up, 
ii]), up wo climbed till we wero 011 tho 
brink of a precipice, looking down into a 
bottomless abyss, and then we zigzagged 
slowly down that precipice, liko a man 
who fears to come too straight down a 
steep hillside. 
We steered slowly head to 
sea, following closely in tho wake of tho 
Tyne, which poured oil on the water when 
tho storm was at its worst. 
That was the 
only thing that saved us. 
Otherwise wo 
should have been broadside on in no time, 
and then it. would all have been up. 
“ Mori» of tho stapchions were carried 
away, and wo had life lines rovo on deck 
and canvas screens rigged amidships to 
break the forco of tho waves and to savo 
the officer of tho watch and the man at 
the wheel from being washed overboard. 
Mino was tho middle watch, and I pulled 
the big hood of my duffle suit over my 
head and wondered if wo should ever see 
daylight again. Candidly I did not think 
wo had much of a chanco. 
The noiso was 
terrible. 
The little ship raised her bows 
high in the air and comedown with a dull 
thud on tho waves, which swept right 
ever hor. 
Now a stanchion went, now a 
rope parted, now a bag of coal got adrift. 
Everything that could possibly be smashed 
was smashed. Even the swinging table in 
tho cabin dashed itself to pieces against 
the dock above, but the steering gear held, 
and that was tho main thing. 
If the 
steering gear had gone wrong, wo should 
have broached to and must have been lost, 
for tho Tyne could do nothing to help us.” 
“ Then a sailor came crawling aft. 
“ ‘Please, sir, w ill you look at the low ­ 
er dock, sir?’ 
“ Holdingon like grim death, I gradual­ 
ly worked mv way for’ard, peered down 
tho narrow hatchway and saw, to my 
horror, that the place waa full of water. 
Tlio sleeping places wero far below high 
water mark, and tho feeble light of tho 
lamp showed on a miniature sea, washing 
into waves with every roll of the boat. 
I 
do not mind confessing now that I was 
iu a deadly funk, for I knew at. onco that 
one of the rivets of the foro compartment 
had started, and there was no possibility 
of working the pumps for’ard, as there 
was too much sea washing over her. There 
was nothing to bo done but to hopo and 
pray that tho w atertight doors would And 
billets for themselves in tho stokehole and 
conning towers.

W h en 
n ight comes, tired of body a n d tired of 
brain, she goes to her hall bedroom in a 
s h a b b y lodging house or to th e little 


hom e in the s u b u rb s , w here re n ts are 
cheap, a n d she is p e rh ap s helping h a r d ­ 
w ork in g p a re n ts to b u y a refu g e for 
th eir old age. 
in cities w o m en h a v e displaced m en 
as cash iers in re s ta u ra n ts , d ru g stores, 
m ercan tile h ouses—in fact, all the re­ 
tail d e p a rtm e n ts of trade. 
T h a t w om an 
a s a cash ier is a fa ith fu l and efficient 
s e rv a n t is proved by tlie in creasin g d e­ 
m and for her services. Like m ost voca­ 
tions in w hich wom en h av e sh o w n s p e ­ 
cial ap titu d e, th o se services a s yet are 
b u t poorly ap p rec ia ted . 
Ten y e a rs ago 
im n in the s a m e positions, according 
to th e N ew Y ork b u re au of labor, w ere 
paid w ag es r a n g in g fro m $10 to $25 a 
week. 
The w o m a n cash ier receives on 
an a v era g e $6 a week, is v ery well paid 
if she g ets $7 a n d is reg ard ed as a p e r­ 
son of affluence if she c o m m an d s $8. 
M oreover, she w o rk s longer h o u rs th a n 
did h er predecessors. 
A m an did not 
begin w ork un til 8 or 9 o’clock in th e 
m orning, a n d he relentlessly q u it a t 5 
or 6 in the evening. 
The reasons for w o m e n ’s sup ersed u re 
of m en as cash iers are good ones. The 
a v era g e w o m a n is m ore honest, obedi­ 
ent and conscientious th an th e a v erag e 
m an . 
One n e v er h e a rs of a w o m an 
robbing the c a s h d ra w e r or tam p e rin g 
w ith th e profit a n d loss acco u n t of the 
ledger. 
W ith t h a t facile in stin ct w hich 
has proved so d isa stro u s to m en in c o m ­ 
petition w ith w o m en she quickly m a s ­ 
ters the details of her w ork a n d th u s 
proves a more ra p id acc o u n ta n t. 
In herself she a ttr a c ts trade, for m ost 
m en will w a lk a block to p atronize an 
estab lish m en t w here th ere Is a c h a rm ­ 
ing face. 
T w e n ty y e a rs ago it occurred to some 
b rig h t r e s ta u r a n t o r d r u g sto re keep er 
or o th er unclassified a n d un reco rd ed 
tra d e s m a n t h a t it m ig h t be profitable 
to replace th e h a u g h ty ydlm g m an be­ 
hin d t lie* c ash desk w ith a young, good 
looking nnd well dressed w om an. 
He 
reaso n ed th a t on ly a m a n of m o re th a n 
o rd in ary s tre n g th of m ind could refu se 
C a n ad ian d im es a n d pu n ch ed nickels 
from a fem inine vision of loveliness. No 
one w ould d a r e raise th e qu estio n of 
sh o rt c h an g e o r d isp u te in the face of 
h e r s ta te m e n t th e Id en tity of th e q u a r ­ 
ter “he w a s su re w as a h a lf do llar.” The 
a s tu te tr a d e s m a n of course selected the 
v ery p re ttie s t a n d m o st stylish a p p li­ 
can t. D oubtless he grow rich a n d has 
long ago re tired from business, b u t the 
resu lt of his e n te rp ris e goes m a rc h in g 
on. 
A dozen to tw o dozen cash iers u su ally 
h a v e tables in th e Inclosures k n o w n a s 
the cash desk In larg e d ry goods and 
sim ilar retail stores. T he ages of these 
w om en ra n g e fro m 16 to .10. T h e y o u n ­ 
g e r ones h a v e beg u n w o rk in th e store 
in the h u m b le st c ap a city , as cashgirls, 
a n d fro m th a t h a v e risen to be w r a p ­ 
p ers of p ack ag es. F r o m w ra p p e rs th e y 
w ere p ro m o ted to the r a s h desk. T hey 
h a v e h a d no special tra in in g fo r the 
w ork of a c c o u n ta n ts : m erely h a v e p ro v ­ 
ed th e ir a b ility to co u n t ra p id ly a n d a c ­ 
cu rately . At first th e y receive 83.50 or 
$1 a week, th is s u m being increased a t | 
the ra te of 50 c e n ts p e r year, a s th ey 
please their em ployers. F ro m th e cash 
desk th ere is no h o p e of a c a re e r in the 
business. W h a te v e r the b ran ch of tra d e 
in w h ich she is em ployed, all know ledge 
gained in su b o rd in a te capacities is lost 
sight of In th e ro u tin e o f c o u n tin g m o n ­ 
ey. If she is a m b itio u s and can afford 
it, she goes to n ig h t school, rtudtea 
s te n o g ra p h y a n d ty p ew ritin g , or, m o st 
likely, bookkeeping, a n d drifts Into t h a t 
s o rt of w ork. 
She im agines t h a t it is 
easier, a n d it does p a y better. 
The 
w o m a n bookkeeper g e ts $8, $10 or 812 a | 
week. 
In sm aller sh o p s th e ensh re g is te r is ¡ 
in use a n d g r e a tly simplifies th e w ork 
of th e cashier. 
In places w here a very 
large business ia done one of th e cash 
ra ilw a y or p n e u m a tic tu b e s y s te m s is 
in op- ration. T h ese do a w a y w ith th e ¡ 
expense of cash g irls, b u t a d d to the 
c as h ie r’s responsibilities, as it is v ery 
easy to confuse th e different balls or 
tubes. 
Out of th eir m e a g e r sa laries few w o ­ 
m en a re able to sav e a n y th in g . M ost of 
th em m a r r y before th ey a re 30, a n d the 
re m a in d e r a f te r a few y e a rs d isa p p ea r 
to give place to y o u n g e r a n d m ore a t ­ 
tra c tiv e w om en, in no b ra n ch of w ork 
h a s the em ployee a g r e a te r responsibili­ 
ty, a n d in no o th e r lias she so littlo 
ch an ce of a d v a n c e m e n t.
